Louis Brownlow 


As a newspaper reporter in Washington and as a foreign correspondent from 1904 to 
1915 and as a public administrator and specialist in public administration since that time, 
Louis Brownlow was a friend and advisor of most U. S. Presidents from Teddy Roosevelt to 
Harry Truman. He was chairman of the President's Committee on Administrative Management in 
1936 and 1937, and in that capacity was the leading spirit in the first comprehensive re- . 
organization of the National Government since the adoption of the Constitution. The docu- 
ment turned out by the Committee is usually referred to as "The Brownlow Report." 


Louis Brownlow has lived in Washington a fair portion of the 80-odd years of his life 
and has made his home here since his retirement in 1946 from the Public Administration 
Clearing House on the campus of the University of Chicago. During these years of his so- 
called retirement he has been far from idle. He conducts an average of half a dozen 
lecture courses and seminars in public administration annually in leading American Uni- 
versities. In addition, he has written three fat volumes: The Presidency and the Presi- 
dent, A Passion for Politics, and A Passion for Anonymity, the two latter works being his 
memoirs. Famed as a story-teller, he is also author of The Anatomy of the Anecdote, 
published in 1960,
